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Soldier finally 


honoured wi 
ar Graves 
headstone 


THE final resting place of 
a dedicated soldier has 
been marked with a new 
Commonwealth War Graves 
headstone. 

Visitors to the cemetery at 
St Nicholas-at-Wade can now see the 
memorial commemorating Private 
George Ernest Foad, of the Queen’s 


Royal West Surrey Regiment, who 
died in 1917. 


Inscribed 


Until recently, practically nothing 
was known about the soldier, despite 
his name being inscribed on the war 
memorial in Monkton. 

However, in recent months investi- 
gations by two researchers have 
brought more to light. 

The work of Janet Graham, the 
head-teacher at Monkton Primary 
School, and Canon Peter Gausden 
has proved invaluable. 

They discovered that Pte Foad was 
born in 1889 and lived in the village, 
working first on the land and then as 
a colliery-tip man, probably at 
Chislet. 

He enlisted in the Queen’s Royal 
West Surrey Regiment in 1915 and 
was graded fit for active service. 

He completed basic training but 
just before he was to be posted to 
the Western Front became ill with 
pleurisy. 

Over the months his condition 
deteriorated and he was eventually 
invalided from the service on pen- 
sion, with a good military character, 
in July 1916. 

But just nine months later, at his 
parents’ home at Gore Street New 
Cottages, he died from tuberculosis 
and peritoneum, aged just 27. The

private was buried in the cemetery 
after a service in St Nicholas’s 
Church conducted by the Vicar of 
Monkton, the Rev Fabian Bracken- 
bury. Pte Foad’s mother, Emily, was a 
St Nicholas girl. 

Canon Gausden said: “In more 
recent years, the unmarked grave 
has been entirely forgotten, but the 
clear picture we now have is of aman 
who had tried hard to do his bit, and 
it is good to know that his contempo- 
raries in Monkton saw to it that his 
name was included among those 
commemorated on the village war 
memorial. 

“The results of our research were 
submitted to the Ministry of 
Defence, which agreed to authorise 
the Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission to erect a headstone on 
Pte Foad’s grave. The stone was 
finally put in place in May this year.” 


Ceremony 


Ashort ceremony of dedication was 
held on Saturday and villagers 
turned out to pay their respects in 
the presence of members of the 
Foad family. 

Canon Gausden said: “Janet and I 
are very grateful to all those who 
have helped us in this venture, par- 
ticularly St Nicholas-at-Wade and 
Sarre Parish Council, and Julie 
Francis, the former clerk to the coun- 
cil, who quickly located George 
Foad’s grave in the excellent ceme- 
tery records. 

“She liased with the War Graves 
Commission over arrangements for 
installing the memorial stone. The 
council also kindly waived their 
fees.” 


party's over, 
what about 
BlackBerrys? 


MEMBERS of Thanet council’s cabi- 
net and some officers are using hi- 
tech BlackBerrys at taxpayers’ 
expense, despite the authority need- 
ing to save millions of pounds. 

Thousands are being spent on the 
fashionable devices which allow users 
to email, phone, text and keep a diary. 

At Thursday’s cabinet meeting, the 
matter was raised by shadow cabinet 
member Iris Johnston, who asked for 
clarification about who made the deci- 
sion to approve use of the devices. 

She said: “I want to know who 
authorised this. This is about protocol 
and procedure. Councillors have not 
been asked to vote on it and this is 
funded by the taxpayer.” 

At a meeting where finance boss 
Martin Wise stated the “party was 
over” in terms of council finance due 
to the economic downturn, it emerged 
that all Thanet council’s cabinet now 
carried BlackBerrys. 

There are also 24 officers and mem- 
bers of the senior management team 
who have them. The cost of the aver- 
age device is £252 a year, plus the cost 
of calls. 


Locked 


Cllr Wise even admitted locking his 
BlackBerry in a cupboard to stop 
others using it in a bid to save money. 

Cllr Johnston said: “When I was in 
the cabinet I had to pay to use my 
own phone and computer, at a cost of 
about £100 a month, and I never real- 
ly thought much of it until now. 

“This has financial implications and 
there should be a paper trail or the 
chance for scrutiny.” 

Chief executive Richard Samuel 
requested that BlackBerrys be tri- 
alled in 2005, with a mix of ten staff 
and cabinet members taking part 
that year. He is among those who has 
a BlackBerry. 

A council official said: “After the suc- 
cess of the pilot phase, the issue of 
handsets was approved for cabinet 
members and officers with a defined 
business need, which has to be 
approved by their director. 

“Each councillor and officer has 
signed the mobile phone-user declar- 
ation confirming the equipment will 
be used solely for business purposes. 

“The main benefit of the BlackBerry 
is the ability to access email and 
diaries online. 

“The handset also serves as a 
mobile phone. Staff are often out of 
the office, so this device is very useful 
in keeping in touch.”

“Posters were displayed and announcements 
made warning concertgoers to keep their valu- 
ables safe.” 


Reunion 


The venue was packed and tickets were 
changing hands for double their face value on 
eBay prior to the show. 

The reunion concert, part of the band’s 30th 
anniversary tour, brought out many ageing 
scooter-loving rude boys as well as younger fans 
keen to see the influential act. 

Thule Howard, from Margate, was in the 
audience. She said: “I’ve heard a lot about the 
pickpocketing. It’s been on the internet and I’ve 
heard a lot of people had stuff taken. 

“The gig was excellent, though, and the band 
were terrific. The crowd was full of big, chubby 
skinheads, which was really funny.”

News of the thefts also made its way on to a 
Gillingham FC fans’ forum. One reveller wrote: 
“My friend was one of about 50 people who had 
wallets and phones pickpocketed at the gig.

Paul Palmer, entertainments manager at the 
Winter Gardens, said: “It had been reported to 
us from other venues that there may be some 
trouble regarding wallets and mobile phones.

bunker to expand 


UP to 50 jobs could be created at a for- 
mer nuclear shelter now used for hous- 
ing millions of gigabytes of data. 

The facility at Ash radar station is now 
used by a firm called The Bunker Secure 
Hosting, which stores data for security- 
conscious companies. 

The data centre is a former RAF radar 
station built during the Cold War and its 
two-storey underground space served as 
a nuclear blast-proof bunker with 3.5- 
metre concrete walls that could with- 
stand a 22-kiloton nuclear blast. 

The firm is planning to expand and the 
workforce of 50 could be doubled at the 
16-acre site. An upgrade has received 
planning permission to enable the firm 
to increase capacity to handle more data. 

The Bunker was formed in 2004 when 
two entrepreneurs decided to turn it into 
a facility to hold information for clients, 
such as payment-card companies keen to 
have a secure centre. 


Blast-proof 


It offers a highly secure, low-risk inter- 
net hub with CCTV coverage, a 3.5- 
metre-high perimeter fence and blast- 
proof doors. 

All visitors are escorted, such is the 
importance of what is stored there. 

A spokesman said: “Our plans mean 
there will be more jobs for the area. We 
have a staff of 50 in Ash and it could lead 
to a doubling of that number. It will be a 
range of jobs, from IT support to sales to 
maintenance and construction-workers. 

“The site will not be as deep under- 
ground as what we have, but it will not 
come above ground.” 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman 
will visit on Friday. The bunker was orig- 
inally designed to protect the nation by 
controlling air battles and later to track 
possible missile strikes. 

After the Cold War it was also used for 
civil radar purposes. The last year of full 
operation was 1995.

Knife-killer gets life

A MURDERER has been sentenced 
to life for killing a man in a drunken 
fight. 

Sean Maher, who attacked and 
stabbed Darren Turner in Cliftonville, 
was sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Wednesday 
last week and must 
serve a minimum of 14 
years. The brawl ended 
with Maher, 21, stabbing 
36-year-old Mr Turner, 
who died despite the 
efforts of medics at the 
QEQM Hospital to save 
him. 


Police were called to an 
address in Wilderness 
Hill on March 31 this 


Det Chief Insp Shepherd said: “It is 
shocking that they witnessed such 
extreme violence. We are satisfied 
with the sentence and hope this 
serves as a reminder that the use of 
knives creates no winners.” 

In a statement, the par- 
ents of Mr Turner paid 
tribute to him: “On April 
1 this year, we received 
the devastating news no 
parent wants to hear: 
that our only son had 
died. 

“The effect it has had 
on us and the rest of our 
family is huge. Darren 
was happy-go-lucky and 
enjoyed life to the full. He 


year after Mr Turner 
had been stabbed. 

Maher ran from the 
scene and discarded his clothes to try 
to cover up what he had done. 

Det Chief Insp Maria Shepherd 
said: “Witnesses stated the fight had 
been the result of a worthless argu- 
ment, but a knife, added to alcohol, 
turned a scuffle into murder, which 
has devastated so many lives.” 

While the incident was taking place, 
an 11-year-old at the address called 
the police pleading for help.

TOUGH seagull-proof bags are to 
go on trial in areas where the 
birds have been pecking their way 
through rubbish sacks. 


Seven roads in the Eastcliff ward of 
Ramsgate have been selected for the trial: 
Arklow Square, Artillery Road, Augusta 
Place, Augusta Road, Balmoral Place, 
Shaftesbury Street and Truro Road. 

Waste collection will continue to be provid- 
ed in these roads on a weekly basis. 

People across the isle have voiced concern 
that the litter which is pulled out of bags torn 
by gulls is blown around the streets. In 
Augusta Road an action group was formed to 
combat the problem of street litter. 

In all, 220 properties will get the new 
reusable sacks, and the pilot will run from 
February 2010 to September 2010. 

The decision to implement the pilot scheme 
was rubber-stamped at Thanet council’s 
cabinet meeting on Thursday last week. 

It comes after the local PACT (Partners 
and Communities Together), residents’ 
groups and ward councillors raised concerns 
about the problem. 

Standard black sacks will be put inside the 
new polypropylene bags and left out for bin- 
men. Residents will need to mark the bag 
with their house number and secure them to 
a fixed point or put a brick or other weighty 
object in them so they do not blow away. 


foil gull attacks

Thanet council said the sacks were the 
option preferred by residents. 

“This trial will tell us how effective the 
bags are at containing waste, how well the 
service is used and ways we can improve it,” 
said a council spokesman. 

“The first bag will be provided free to each 
property, with one replacement free of charge 
per year. 

“Advice from other councils, with similar 
schemes in place, indicates that the bags 
should last at least a year. 

“If additional replacement bags are 
required, there will be a cost of £4.50 per bag 
to cover purchase and administrative costs.” 

Mark Seed, director of environmental serv- 
ices, said: “We’ve already introduced the 
alternate weekly wheeled-bin system to 
almost 45,000 properties across Thanet, but 
there are a number of areas where it’s not 
possible to introduce wheeled bins, because 
they simply don’t have the storage space. 

“In these areas, homes have remained on 
black-sack collections, but we’re aware of the 
problems with attacks from birds and ani- 
mals, mainly seagulls, littering the area. 

“We've heard what local people would like 
introduced into Eastcliff and, as a result, 
we're going to be trying these seagull-proof 
bags to find out how effective they are.” 


Man who wrecked birds’ nest cautioned 


POLICE have cautioned a man from 
Canterbury after he admitted removing a 
herring gull nest from the roof of a bunga- 
low in Birchington. 

The 47-year-old destroyed an egg in the 
process of removing the nest, an offence 
under the Wildlife and Countryside Act 
1981. 

A member of the public reported the 
incident, which took place in May, and the 
man was cautioned on Monday. 

PC Darren Reed, rural officer and 
wildlife adviser for Thanet, said: “Some 
people see nesting gulls as a nuisance. At 


the height of the nesting season, the gulls 
in question may be mother birds trying to 
protect their chicks. This is why they 
sometimes swoop on people. 

“Gulls are protected by law. Under the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act, it is an 
offence to intentionally destroy the nest of 
a gull, or damage or destroy eggs, or young 
birds. 

“It is therefore best to seek the advice of 
someone with a licence for that type of 
work.

ONE of Kent's most important 
archaeological digs was at Lulling- 
stone villa, and last week saw a 
reunion of the men behind the 


site’s discovery. 

One of them was Brian Philp, an archaeolo- 
gist who went on to establish the Kent 
Archaeological Rescue Unit, which specialises 
in saving important sites from developers. 

On Friday he and several others who 
worked on the Lullingstone dig met at the 
villa to reminisce. 

Magnificent 

The Roman villa in Lullingstone Lane, 
Eynsford, remains open to the public and is a 
major attraction in the area. 

It is 60 years since the beginning of the praj- 
ect to unearth the remains of the magnificent 
Roman villa. Among those attending the event 
were archaeologist, author and director of the 
Roman Building Trust, Dr Tony Rook, who 
was among those working on the excavations 
from 1949 when he was a Sevenoaks school- 
boy, plus Gerald Cramp and Derek Gerrard, 
who both still live in the area. 

Relatives of one of the dig’s founder mem- 
bers, Edwyn Birchenough, were also present. 

Last year, hundreds of artefacts which have 
been unseen since the 1950s went on display 
at Lullingstone after a £1.35 million refurbish- 
ment. They included rare gaming counters, a

skeleton in an embossed lead coffin and hun- 
dreds of everyday items. 

They are on display together with a variety 
of rooms and Lullingstone’s famous 4th- 
century mosaic floor, depicting scenes from 
ancient mythology. 

Mr Philp, from Bromley, was involved in 
finding the Roman Painted House, along with 
30 other digs under Dover and 25 in Darent 
Valley. In all, he said, he had worked on more 
than 300 sites. 

He said Lullingstone was important because 
it was one of the earliest sites to be found in 
Kent: “This villa is important nationally 
because of the two mosaic floors which are 
very fine and Christian wall paintings, mak- 


ing this probably the earliest Christian site in 
the country, The Romans used to paint murals 
in most of their major buildings and these 
depict a big circle with a Chi-Rho monogram, 
which is a standard Christian symbol still 
used today with a letter X and a letter P.” 

Of the reunion, he said: “There are not many 
survivors now — | think there are only 10 left. 
The dig started in 1949 and I joined in 1952 
while I was still at school, I did 10 years, which 
is when the excavation ended. 

“Lullingstone is one of the most important | 
have worked on because it was so pioneering. 
No one was a trained archaeologist in the 50s, 
we learned by joining in and picking up the 
techniques ourselves,” 


Student bus riot

Can you tell us a little about the role of the Children’s 

Laureate? 

My main role is to promote the enjoyment 
“of reading and, because I am a writer and 
illustrator, particularly the reading of picture 
books. 


How did you end up being an author and illustrator of 

children’s books? Was it a life-long ambition? 

As a boy I loved to draw and make up 
stories, and after leaving school I went to 
Leeds College of Art to study graphic design. 

After college I worked as a medical illust- 
rator, then as a greetings-card artist. I sent 
some of these cards to children’s publishers 
and one of them offered me the chance to write 
and illustrate a picture book. This became my 
first book, Through the Magic Mirror, in 1976 
and so I almost accidentally discovered what, 
for me, is the best job in the world. 


You originally come from Yorkshire - how did you end up 
living in Kent and what do you think of the county? 
My brother moved to Kent in 1968 to teach 
in Ramsgate. I became a freelance illust- 
rator in 1972 and moved to Kent to be nearer 
London, but also to be nearer him. I grew to 
love the county, which is why I’m still here. 


What do you think on the debate about the age at which 

children learn to read? Can it be too young? 

I certainly think it’s never too early to 
“introduce children to picture books and I 


think it’s important for parents and carers to 
share books with children from an early age. 


Why do gorillas and apes feature so prominently in 

much of your work? 

Firstly, they are wonderful creatures to 
| draw. Secondly, they are so much like us — 
to look into a gorilla’s eyes is very much like 
looking into a human being’s eyes. Thirdly, 
they remind me of my father. 

He was a big, strong, quite fierce-looking 
man, with a physicality which he saved for the 
rugby field, the boxing ring and the war zone. 

This made him a hero to my brother and I, 
but while he encouraged us to be physical, 
there was a side of him that was extremely 
gentle. Dad was just as happy drawing with 
us, telling us stories or writing poems as he 
was teaching us how to tackle. 

Gorillas are immensely powerful creatures, 
but they also have a gentle side which they 
express by grooming each other, showing 
affection and caring for their families. 


Do you think the picture book is undervalued? 


), Picture books are special. I hear parents 
encouraging their children to read what 
they call ‘proper’ books at an earlier and earli- 
er age. This makes me sad as picture books 
are perfect for sharing, and not just with the 
youngest children. 
I believe the best picture books leave a tan- 
talising gap between the pictures and the 


words, a gap that’s filled by the reader's imag- 
ination. 


What do you think is the best way to encourage children 
who show a talent either for drawing or using words? 
The Shape Game is a game my brother 
and I invented as small boys. The first per- 
son draws an abstract shape; the second per- 
son transforms it into something recognisable. 

Essentially, the game is about creativity 
itself. Every time we draw a picture, or write 
a story or compose a piece of music, we are 
playing the Shape Game. 

When children ask me where I get my 
inspiration from, I tell them it’s from the same 
place that they get theirs — from my childhood 
or things that have happened to my children, 
from other people’s stories, films, paintings, or 
from dreams. 

Everything comes from somewhere else, and 
when we create something we're transforming 
our own experience into a picture, a book, or 
perhaps a piece of music. 


Can you tell us anything about the latest book you're 
working on? 

) My next book is called Me And You. It’s an 

alternative version of the traditional story 

of Goldilocks And The Three Bears. I always 

thought that the story was hard on Goldilocks 

—it’s assumed that she’s a greedy, selfish little 

girl. I thought maybe there was a reason for 

her to go into the bears’ house — maybe she 

was cold, hungry and desperate?

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NHS is bracing itself for 
the tough winter ahead 


HEALTH chiefs are urging people suffering flu symptoms to think twice 

before going to A&E as the NHS prepares for one of its toughest winters yet. 
Figures released by the county's three health trusts show that since October 

28, 762 people have been admitted to hospital in connection with swine flu. 

The latest numbers for flu-like illnesses in west Kent have shown a slight 
drop to 64 per 100,000 population from 65.1 the previous week. 

Inthe Eastern and Coastal Kent area, the rate has also dropped slightly to 28.7 
per 100,000 from 304 the week before. Only in Medway has there been a rise, 
from 20 per 100,000 to 32. But winter weather is expected to put added pres- 
sure on the NHS with more cases of swine flu on top of the usual seasonal illness- 
es, such as winter vomiting virus. This has prompted health bosses to urge the 
public to avoid going to emergency departments or GPs when suffering from flu. 

Dr Julian Webb, clinical lead for A&E services at Maidstone and Kent and 
Sussex Hospitals, said every year the NHS experiences a surge in demand for 
beds in the colder months. 

“With seasonal flu and swine flu circulating this winter, in addition to all of 
the regular winter pressures faced in A&E, we really need people in Kent and 
Medway to stop and think twice about the service that is right for them,” he 
said. “Emergency services are for severe injuries and symptoms of severe ill- 
nesses, such a choking, chest pain, sudden collapse and blood loss. 


Treatment 


“There are a wide range of services out there for other health issues, such 
as walk-in centres, pharmacists, GPs and a wealth of information and advice 
through NHS Direct.” 

Dr Sarah Andrews, director of nursing at NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, 
agreed with Dr Webb and stressed that many ailments can be treated at 
home. “Staying at home and caring for yourself is the best option for things 
like hangovers, grazed knees, sore throats and coughs,” she said. 

She added that the public should be prepared over the winter months by 
making sure they have essentials like paracetamol, aspirin and anti-diarrhoea 
medicine. 

Sharon Jones, director of resilience planning at NHS West Kent, stressed 
that people should contact the National Pandemic Flu Service which can 
advise on symptoms and how to collect antivirals. 

She added: “Only phone your GP directly if you have a serious existing ill- 
hess, you are pregnant, you have a sick child under one year old, your condi- 
tion suddenly gets much worse or your condition is still getting worse after 
seven days, or five for a child.” 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public health, said: “If you're offered a jab 
against seasonal flu or swine flu, take it. Immunisation is highly effective, 
safe and helps save lives.”

A GRIEVING mother who 
lost her eight-year-old daugh-

Kelly Gibson, 32, from Erith, said 
that had the vaccination been around 
when the outbreak first happened she 
would have made sure her daughter, 
Holly, had the jab. 

The youngster, who suffered from a 
rare chromosome disorder and a weak- 
ened immune system, fell ill with what 
was believed to be a bad chest infection 
in July and was immediately given 
antibiotics. 

But two days later she was rushed to 
Queen Mary’s Hospital in Sidcup with 
breathing difficulties and transferred 
to St Thomas’ Hospital in Westminster 
where she was put on a respirator. 

Seven days after being admitted Holly 
was diagnosed with swine flu. A week 
later she died in her mother’s arms.

Mrs Gibson, who also has four-year- 
old twin girls with her husband Scott, 
37, said swine flu was the last thing she 
expected. 

“We thought she had a chest infection 
and never once thought it would be 
swine flu. 

Warning signs 

“T just thought she was really poorly. 
She used to get chest infections a lot 
but after two days on antibiotics she 
was finding it hard to breathe and was 
taken to hospital. 

“Swine flu was the last thing on my 
mind. It’s one of those things you read 
about but never think will happen to 
you or your family. 

“There were no warning signs about 
what symptoms to look for and there 
was no vaccination in July. ’m so angry 
at the way the situation has been dealt 
with by the Government. It should

never have been allowed to spread the 
way it has in this country. 

“A vaccination and warnings should 
have been put in place before it had a 
chance to spread.” 

Mrs Gibson is now urging people to 
get vaccinated to stop the same 
heartache happening to them. 

“It’s too late for Holly now, but vulner- 
able people really must get vaccinated,” 
she said. 

“If people experience flu-like symp- 
toms they shouldn’t ignore them. 
Please act quickly. 

“T don’t want anyone else to go 
through what this family has gone 
through. I’ve lost my little girl and I 
don’t want that to happen to anyone 
else. I think every single person in the 
country should be vaccinated and there 
should be mass vaccination in schools.” 

Mrs Gibson added: “Swine flu is going 
to get worse now that winter is here 
and I expect to see the number of peo- 
ple getting it rise, which is even more 
worrying.”

The death of the high street 
could be Margate’s saviour 


IT’S no laughing matter, of course, 
but Margate high street officially 
has the highest rate of empty 


shops in the UK. 


According to the stats, 24.6 per cent of 
Margate’s shops are empty — and, let’s face it, 
the remaining 75.4 per cent ain’t much cop. 

In my view, if you pin all your hopes and 
aspirations for a town on its shops, then it’s 
bound to be a recipe for complete disaster. 

That’s part of the problem with Margate — 
for far too long, it’s been reliant on a steady 
stream of shopaholics to keep the town alive, 
especially since the closure of Dreamland. 

Margate has become solely reliant on shop- 
ping to define its own sense of identity — and 
as the recession has left people skint, is it any 
wonder all the shops are shutting down? 

Tm constantly hearing that the creation of 
Westwood Cross has led to the downfall of 
Margate high street. 


Sure, it’s certainly a factor, but I personally 
support the migration of the bigger chain 
stores to Westwood Cross. 

Tm not completely opposed to having shops 
in Margate, but since we’re living in an era in 
which franchises like McDonald’s, KFC and 
Primark are making every high street in the 
country look identical, shouldn’t we be pleased 
to see them move elsewhere? 

We shouldn’t be making high streets carbon- 
copies of one another. This is depressing, as the 
established outlets like WHSmith and 
Burtons inadvertently crush all sense of com- 
petition from smaller businesses or independ- 
ent shop-owners trying to get a foothold. 

This results in making every high street up 
and down the country look virtually indistin- 
guishable, boring and homogeneous. 

So if Margate has lost its mojo and some of 
its charm, then losing all these shops to West- 
wood Cross (particularly the big outlets) could 
give it a unique opportunity to reinvent itself 
in a completely different light. 


We need new shops, yes, but we need them to 
be different. After all, it is only by making 
Margate the antithesis of all the other high 
streets in the country that it can truly set itself 
apart and renew its appeal as a seaside town. 

In my opinion, this means the shops need to 
be unique and independently owned. 

This, believe it or not, is already sort of hap- 
pening in the Old Town centre — Helter 
Skelter, a retro furniture store, has recently 
opened, as has the Cup Cake Café. 

But Margate needs more wine bars, bistros 
and restaurants. It needs a venue to compete 
with Wetherspoons and Escape and we need 
more venues to host events and festivals. 

If we inject a bit of quirkiness and fun into 
Margate, I’m sure our little seaside town will 
soon be buzzing with activity again. 

Even so, the answer to Margate’s problems 
isn’t simply opening more shops. Unless, of 
course, they add colour and magic to the town. 

After all, a town needs more than shops, 
people. It needs spirit.

People living 
on busy roads are entitled to 
expect their highways authority 
to take action to protect their 
health by reducing noise 
exposure. 

Kent Green Party’s policy, to 
seek consistent traffic reductions 
throughout the county through 
expanding walking, cycling, bus 
and train use and more 
movement of freight by rail, will 
help.

Hidden horrors of 
the slaughterhouse 


Animal-welfare organisation 
Animal Aid has recently 
completed undercover work 
inside three randomly-selected 
British slaughterhouses. 

Its findings have revealed the 
extreme suffering and terror 
endured by commercially-farmed 
animals in their final minutes of 
life and make a complete myth of 
the meat industry’s claims of 
“humane slaughter”. 

Among other horrors, Animal 
Aid found that many animals 
were slaughtered without 
adequate stunning. 

Ewes were killed while their 
lambs suckled them and calves 
stood waiting their turn while 
watching fellow calves being 
stunned. 

There were examples of brutal 
and callous handling of animals 
prior to and during slaughter. 

Pigs and sheep were seen in an 
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extreme state of pain and terror. 

Surely there should be no place 
for such cruelty in a civilised 
society and it is no wonder that 
slaughterhouses are kept so well 
hidden from public view. 

It is now an established fact 
that worldwide meat production 
is a major contributor to global 
warming and to the deterioration 
of many of the planet’s eco- 
systems. 

As the human population 
continues to grow and to avoid 
unprecedented levels of human 
starvation, it is essential that 
meat is gradually replaced by 
plant-based diets. 

So surely it is time for us all to 
reduce or abandon our meat 
intake, both for our own sakes, 
for the sakes of our children and 
future generations, and for the 
sakes of the billions of animals 
which suffer the horrors of 
slaughter each year.

Stay alert to dangers 
of deadly meningitis 


As the cold winter weather takes 
hold, I would like to remind your 
readers of the dangers of meningitis. 

My daughter Megan fell ill two 
years ago when she was 16. It was a 
very frightening time and she’s only 
here today because her boyfriend 
was alert to the symptoms of 
meningitis. 

With first-class care from the NHS 
she went on to make a full recovery 
after two weeks in hospital. I know 
how lucky we were. 

I recently shared my story for a 
BBC Radio 4 Appeal on behalf of 
Meningitis UK, a charity dedicated 
to vaccine research. Its vision is to 
protect future generations and 
eradicate the disease completely. 

Although vaccines exist for some 
forms of bacterial meningitis, there 
still isn’t one for meningitis B, the 
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most common strain in this country. 
It’s a chilling fact that six families 
will lose a loved one to meningitis 
every week, some within just four 
hours of displaying any symptoms. 
In the absence of a vaccine, it’s 
vital people are educated about 
meningitis and know what signs to 
look out for, especially at this time of 
the year when cases begin to rise. 
The classic symptoms to look out 
for with meningitis are usually a 
headache, stiff neck and dislike of 
bright light. 
With septicaemia, stay alert for 
aching limbs, cold hands and feet,

Band's third aloum shows 
No signs of complacency

THIRD Album Narcolepsy is one 
of the music industry’s most fatal 
illnesses — killing more than 100 
established bands’ careers each 


year. 

The condition sets in after bands are lured 
into a false sense of security, with their ‘first 
album breakthrough’ and ‘tricky follow-up’ 
releases going down well with fans and critics 
alike. 

Big-selling artists naively serve up much of 
the same on album three, unaware that 
churning out more of the same of their once- 
fresh, now-tired sound will literally bore their 
fans to the point of unconsciousness. 

The career-killing condition known as Third 
Album Narcolepsy (TAN) has struck again. 

Recent victims include the Kaiser Chiefs, 
whose once-lovable cheeky northern appeal 
ran out on last year’s release Off With Their 
Heads. 

One band who have side-stepped TAN are 
Medway-based indie outfit UpCDownC. 

The quartet release third album Firewolf, 
which sounds like the title of an amazing 
1980s American action show, at the Beacon 
Court, Gillingham, on Friday. 

Guitarist Chris Garth told me the album 
moved away from their earlier releases:

Clooney proves that 


nothing gets

GEORGE Clooney is a master in 
the art of deflecting prying ques- 
tions with a wry joke. 

If you ask him a silly question, he'll give you 
a silly answer. So skilled is he now at the comic 
backhander that even the most innocuous of 
questions is likely to merit a joke response. 

Take, for example, his latest film offering, 
the intriguingly titled The Men Who Stare At 
Goats, a black comedy set in Iraq, which is the 
second comic-take-on-war film for 48-year-old 
Clooney after 1999’s Three Kings. 

He’s asked what drew him to star in and pro- 
duce the project, along with longtime friend 
and the film’s director Grant Heslov. 

“Well, ’ve known Grant since 1982 and he 
has some compromising photos of me, so I had 
to do it, I had no choice,” he replies. 

On co-starring with Ewan McGregor in the 
film, he deadpans: “After the restraining order, 
it was really quite hard to work with him.” 

His dry sense of humour is well-document- 
ed. Perhaps after years of reading absurd sto- 
ries about himself in the media, Clooney has 
given up trying to be serious with the press. 

Joking aside, Clooney is enjoying a spell in 
the UK thanks to his three latest films having 
been shown at the London Film Festival, 
where he appeared with his girlfriend, Italian 
TV presenter Elizabeth Canalis, on his arm. 

The Men Who Stare At Goats does what it 
says on the proverbial tin. 

Inspired by journalist Jon Ronson’s non- 
fictional bestseller, the film follows a reporter 
(Ewan McGregor) who discovers a top-secret 
experimental wing of the US military — the 
New Earth Army, a legion of Jedi-style war- 
riors rumoured to have psychic powers and

the ability to kill a goat just by staring at it. 

Through a series of flashbacks, we see 
Clooney, as Lyn Cassady, being taught ‘psychic’ 
skills by the programme’s arch-hippy founder 
Bill Django (Jeff Bridges). 

Despite the film’s stellar cast — Kevin Spacey 
plays Cassady’s nemesis, Larry Hooper — 
everyone just wants to talk about the goats. 

“This goat was a particularly nice goat,” says 
Clooney. “The funny thing is, he was a great 
actor. He walked in and we were like ‘OK, 
stare at the camera’ and he was like ‘Yuhh’. If 
I could get Ewan to do that, it would help.” 

The character of Cassady is, by turns, 
insightful and stupid.

“T always find those characters are funny to 
me,” says Clooney. “Although, as wrong as 
Cassady seemed at times, a lot of the stuff he 
did actually worked, so you're never quite sure 
how truly with it, or not, this guy is.” 

Some of the funniest moments in the film 
come when Cassady refers to himself as a Jedi. 

“None of us realised when we hired Ewan, 
that he’d had actually been a Jedi [in Star 
Wars]. We were doing this scene where Ewan 
volunteers to come to Iraq and he says ‘Who’s 
a Jedi? and I go ‘I am’. We just sat there and 
looked at each other and started laughing.” 

As for future projects, Clooney is back to his 
joking best. “No more farm animals,” he says. 
“That’s my new motto.”

Enjoy a carnival for the senses

I RELISHED some lazy days by 
the pool at the four-star Almond 
Casuarina Beach Resort in 
Christchurch, Barbados, to get into 


a laid-back mood for my cruise. 

With a Virgin Cruise And Stay package, you 
have time ashore based in a hotel before your 
cruise starts, a concept the company pioneered 
in 2007, before heading to an exotic selection of 
ports including Venice, Dubai and New York. 

Travelling by night, our floating resort, 
Carnival Victory, glides into each port in the 
early morning to allow passengers the whole 
day to explore each destination from the lush, 
mountainous Dominica to the golden beaches 
of Antigua and the salsa bars of San Juan. 

Around the ship’s 13 decks, you find bars, 
restaurants, swimming pools, a fitness centre, 
spa, running track, theatre, casino, mini golf, 
nightclub and free kids’ club. 

Carnival Victory passengers have to let their 
hair down though — it’s hard to be po-faced at 
late-night karaoke or the nightly spontaneous 
staff singalong at dinner. 

The decor reflects the exuberant atmos- 
phere, fusing Italian glamour with American 
glitz. No expense is spared, from the life-size 
mermaids in the dining hall to the gigantic 
light fixtures by Italian glass-maker Moreno.

A trip into the maintains is not complete 
without a visit to the mud baths, downstream 
from the acrid-smelling, spluttering crater. 

Getting covered in hot black volcanic mud 
may not sound that appealing, but it’s fun and 
said to be very therapeutic. 

We then went to Antigua, best known for 
long golden beaches, ideal for showing off your 
freshly mud-cleansed bikini body and topping 
up the tan before the next stop, St Kitts. 

Strolling beyond the well-managed borders, 
you easily found yourself in the complex jungle 
ecosystem full of plants with incredible heal- 
ing properties. 

The port of San Juan is American-controlled 
but Latin in character and dominated by 
impressive forts.

Tax relief blow 
for owners of UK 
holiday lettings 


UK homeowners who let out holiday 
homes in this country are set to lose 
their furnished holiday lettings tax relief 
next April 

New legislation, details of which are 
expected in November’s pre-budget 
report, are expected to outline changes 
to the tax rules for furnished properties 
available to let for at least 140 days a 
year and actually let for 70 days year. 

The new measures could affect about 
60,000 individual second-home owners, 
who form the core of the UK’s holiday 
lets market, and can currently offset the 
cost of furniture and fittings against tax. 

In addition, about 500 firms registered 
with Companies House give furnished 
holiday lettings as their main source of 
income. 

The Treasury will justify its actions by 
saying that the current rules breach 
European law. 

At the same time, ministers are hope- 
ful of raising £20 million a year under 
the new regime, according to reports. 


Landlords need to 
brace themselves 
for rent arrears 


LANDLORD Assist is warning that buy- 
to-let conditions will remain difficult for 
landlords in 2010. 

According to the rental arrears and 
eviction specialist, about 150,000 tenant 
evictions will have gone before the courts 
by the close of the year. 

The firm points out that with no signs 
of the economic downturn lifting, arrears 
will be a main concern next year, with 
uncertainty over interest rates adding to 
anxieties. 

Landlord Assist managing director, 
Graham Kinnear, said: “Landlords are 
less equipped to sustain non-paying ten- 
ants than they were a year ago and need 
to take precautionary measures to min- 
imise the risk of being exposed to rent 
arrears.” 

However, oversupply caused by home 
movers opting to rent, rather than sell, is 
tailing off and upwards pressure on 
rents is possible in popular areas.

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Homeowners urged 
to warm to insulation

A RECENT climate change report 
has concluded that more home- 
owners and businesses must insu- 


late their buildings if the 
Government is to meet its carbon 
budgets. 


Neil Marshall, chief executive of the nation- 
al insulation association, has welcomed the 
conclusions of the Climate Change Committee 
in their report ‘Meeting Carbon Budgets — The 
Need for a Step Change’. 

Mr Marshall said: “The report calls for a dou- 
bling of the current levels of home insulation 
in order to improve the energy efficiency in 
homes by 35 per cent by 2020 — this is chal- 
lenging, but achievable if urgent action is 
taken.” 

The association recently carried out an inde- 
pendent survey and this showed that about 70 
per cent of residents in the UK are unaware 
that more than 40 per cent of their home's 
heat is escaping through un-insulated lofts 
and walls. 

This means homeowners could be saving 
about £265 a year on their fuel bills and with 
a range of grants and subsidies available to 
assist with the cost, the insulation can pay for 
itself in less than two years 

Mr Marshall added: “The insulation indus- 
try has invested heavily in additional capacity 
to support the achievement of Government 
targets and is capable of carrying out signifi- 
cantly more insulation work than at present.” 

“The report says that 1.3 million lofts and 1 
million cavity walls need to be insulated per

year to achieve the carbon budgets — a dou- 
bling of the current installation rate — and 
that 165,000 solid walls need to be insulated 
per year — a major ramp-up”. 

“Speaking on behalf of our members, I can 
confirm that our industry has the ability to 
deliver. 

“However, government, energy suppliers and 
other agencies must now work with us as a 


matter of urgency in developing a major new, 
ambitious nationwide home insulation plan. 
“Tn the short term there needs to be a major 
increase in the amount of professionally- 
installed insulation measures undertaken 
during the Carbon Emissions Reduction 
Target programme to 2012. In addition, other 
policy measures need to be considered by gov- 
ernment to increase volumes still further”. 


Price rise ‘fuelled by lack of sellers’ 


ACCORDING to the latest Nationwide house 
price index, UK house prices have experienced 
their first annual rise since March 2008. 

The building society said prices were 2 per 
cent higher in October than in the same 
month in 2008 and were up by 0.4 per cent on 
the month, taking the average cost of a prop- 
erty to £162,038. 

Month-on-month prices were up for the sixth 
consecutive month in October, according to the 
Nationwide. 

Meanwhile, on a quarter-on-quarter basis, 
seen to be a more reliable indicator of house 
prices, there was a slight decline to 3.4 per 
cent in October, down from 3.8 per cent in 
September. 

The recent gains in house prices have been 
attributed to a shortage of homes up for sale, 


according to housing experts. Commenting on 
today’s figures, Nationwide’s Martin 
Gahbauer said: “A moderation in the rate of 
house price inflation was to be expected, as the 
very strong monthly increases seen over the 
summer months were unlikely to be sustain- 
able over the long run.” 

“Although too early to tell for sure, it may 
also reflect a more natural level of stock avail- 
able for sale coming to the market, alleviating 
some of the extreme shortages of property on 
the market seen during most of this year,” 
added Mr Gahbauer. 

The news comes just a day after the Bank of 
England reported a rise in mortgage 
approvals for the month of September. 

According to the bank, the number of mort- 
gages approved for house purchase, but not 


yet lent, grew by 3,245 during the month to 
56,215, the highest level since March 2008, 
and more than double the record low of 27,257 
last November. 

Despite the positive news within the hous- 
ing market, Nationwide warned that the UK’s 
failure to emerge from recession in the July to 
September quarter may further hinder the 
housing market recovery. 

Last week, the Office for National Statistics 
revealed that the UK economy shrank by 0.4 
per cent in the July to September period, 
meaning the country is still in recession. 

The fall in Gross Domestic Product means it 
is the first time the UK has endured six con- 
secutive quarters without growth, for the first 
time since the ONS began gathering the data 
in 1955.

VAUXHALLS Insignia is already a 
familiar sight and the model hasn’t 
even completed a year on sale.
